PRESIDENT'S 

MESSAGE 


Following  our  recent  TNA  Con¬ 
vention  in  Dallas,  some  of  our 
members  who  had  heard  me  tell 
how  the  Tax  Reform  Act  of  1976 
could  seriously  affect  your  coin 
collecting  activities,  suggested  that 
I  bring  this  act  to  the  attention  of 
the  general  membership. 

The  trust  officer  of  my  local 
bank  warned'  me  about  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  act  several  months 
ago,  and  sought  my  assistance  in 
supporting  current  efforts  to  repeal 
some  of  its  most  objectionable  re¬ 
quirements. 

Soon  thereafter,  I  read  an  article 
by  Ken  L.  Meyer,  Jr.,  in  "Mint 
Luster,  published  by  the  Okla¬ 
homa  Numismatic  Association.  It 
is  the  clearest  and  most  informa¬ 
tive  article  that  I  have  read  on 
the  subject  and,  for  that  reason,  it 
is  being  reprinted  in  TNA  NEWS, 
elsewhere  in  this  issue. 

It  appears  that  this  act,  among 
other  things,  requires  that  coin  col¬ 
lectors  face  the  awesome  burden 
of  maintaining  a  dated  and  con¬ 
tinuing  record  of  the  initial  cost, 
appreciation  and'  disposition  of 
each  coin  added  to,  or  removed 
from,  his  collection  in  order  to  pro¬ 
vide  accurate  information  upon 
death,  to  his  estate  administrator 
or  executor. 

Maintaining  such  detailed  rec¬ 
ords  would  remove  much  of  the 
enjoyment  associated  with  the 


buying,  selling  and  trading  of  col¬ 
lectibles.  Yet,  failure  to  maintain 
such  a  record,  would  add  greatly 
to  the  cost  of  probate  because  of 
the  difficulties  encountered,  and 
the  time  needed,  to  satisfactorily 
determine  the  information  required 
by  the  act. 

I  hope  that  you  will  read 
Meyer's  article,  and  that  you  will 
then  want  to  discuss  the  act  further 
with  your  local  banker,  trust  officer 
or  tax  advisor.  Let  him  know  that 
you  are  ready  to  support  any  ef¬ 
fort  to  repeal  or  change  the  pro¬ 
visions  which  disproportionately 
affect  coin  collectors.  Your  TNA 
Governing  Board  has  authorized 
me  to  provide  TNA  support  to 
such  an  effort.

COIN  COLLECTIONS 
AND  THE  TAX 
REFORM  ACT  OF  1976

As  the  political  implications  of 
the  infamous  Tax  Reform  Act  of 
1976'  become  more  evident  we 
begin  to  hear  more  cries  for  repeal. 
Most  objections  are  to  the  obvious 
marxist  objective  of  destroying  the 
free-enterprise  capitalistic  system 
by  confiscatory  taxation. 

While  it  would  be  foolish  to  ig¬ 
nore  the  long  range  objectives  of 
the  Act,  the  full  impact  of  the  tax 
consequences  will  not  be  im¬ 
mediately  felt  due  to  a  "Fresh 
Start"  phase-in  period  that  will  be 
explained  in  this  article.  However, 
this  very  aspect  of  the  Act  has  an 
immediate  and  highly  significant 
impact  on  the  costs  of  estates  now 
being  probated’  and  to  be  prr 
bated  for  persons  who  die  after 
Jan  1,  1977.  The  expense  of  pro 
bates  is  soaring  as  executors  and 
administrators  struggle  to  nv 
the  requirements  of  the  Act.  Un¬ 
fortunately,  the  estates  of  the 
who  die  owning  a  coin  or  stamp 
collection  may  well  pay  vastly  dis 
proportionate  higher  probate  ex¬ 
pense. 

If  your  acquaintance  with  the 
"ACT"  has  not  been  closer  than 
newspaper  headlines,  then  you  are 
probably  well  acquainted  with  the 
"little  bit  of  sugar"  given  the  tax¬ 
payer  to  permit  him  to  swallow 
the  whole  pill  under  the  disguise 
of  "Reform." 

Included'  is  a  tubstantial  in¬ 
crease  in  the  size  of  estates  exempt 
from  Federal  Estate  Taxes.  From 
the  $60,000  exemption  which  had 
been  in  existence  for  decades,  the 
new  Act  provides  a  graduated 
scale  over  the  next  four  years 


which  by  1981  will  mean  that 
estates  of  approximately  $175,000 
will  escape  taxation.  Of  course, 
this  increase  does  not  place  the 
taxpayer  in  as  good  a  position  as 
he  was  in  when  the  $60,000  ex¬ 
emption  was  enacted  because 
property  values  have  greatly  in¬ 
flated  over  the  intervening  years. 

In  all  fairness,  due  to  the  in¬ 
creased'  marital  deduction  (the 
passing  of  property  tax  free  to  a 
decedent's  surviving  spouse)  the 
new  law  does  provide  estate  tax 
relief  to  estates  of  less  than  $500,- 
000,  particularly  to  the  taxpayer 
who  consults  legal  counsel  skilled 
in  estate  planning 

The  "Reform"  of  the  Estate  and 
Gift  Tax  Law  was  truly  monu¬ 
mental.  The  old  Gift  Tax  Law  and 
Gift  Tax  Exemption  were  deleted 
from  the  law.  The  taxpayer  now 
faces  a  "Unified  Tax."  Basically 
the  new  concept  is  quite  simple. 
Anything  a  taxpayer  may  give  his 
family  or  friends  during  his  life¬ 
time  will  be  added  back  into  his 
estate  at  his  death  in  order 
that  "Transfer  Taxes"  may  be 
assessed  against  an  estate  at  the 
highest  possible  tax  rate  brackets. 

Fortunately,  the  old  $3,000  An¬ 
nual  Exclusion  was  retained  in  the 
new  Act.  The  "Annual  Exclusion" 
means  that  you  need  not  report 
gifts  to  any  one  person  in  one 
year  of  less  than  $3,000.  Thus 
casual  gifts  for  birthdays,  Christ¬ 
mas,  and  so  on,  will  not  rise  up 
to  haunt  your  family  by  being  in¬ 
cluded  in  your  estate  on  your 
death.  However,  larger  gifts  must 
be  reported  and  the  value  of  such 
gifts  must  be  included  in  deter¬ 
mining  the  gross  estate  of  a  dece- 
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dent  for  the  purpose  of  assessing 
Federal  Estate  Taxes. 

Before  the  1976  Act,  an  heir  re¬ 
ceived  a  "stepped-up"  income  tax 
basis  for  property  equal  to  its 
value  in  the  decedent's  Federal 
Estate  Tax  Return,  which  generally 
was  the  date  of  death  value.  Then 
when  property  was  later  sold  by 
an  heir,  his  income  tax  basis  was 
the  date  of  death  value  of  the 
decedent  from  whom  he  inherited 
the  property.  Under  the  1976  Act 
heirs  will  take  their  inheritance  of 
property  (real  and  personal)  with 
the  same  income  tax  basis  the 
decedent  had.  Since  our  nation 
pursues  inflationary  policies  that 
increase  the  "value"  of  our  prop¬ 
erty  in  terms  of  inflationary  dol¬ 
lars,  this  can  only  mean  tremen¬ 
dous  tax  losses  to  the  heirs. 

To  speed  up  the  process  of 
siphoning  off  capital  by  confisca¬ 
tory  taxation,  each  new  "Tax  Re¬ 
form  Act,"  including  the  1976  Act, 
has  increased  the  tax  consequences 
of  "Capital  Gains "  tax  treatment. 
It  is  obvious  that  this  special  treat¬ 
ment,  once  provided  in  recognition 
of  inflation’s  effect  on  investments, 
will  soon  disappear,  and  all  sales 
of  inherited  property  will  incur  full 
tax  liabilities  for  any  amount  the 
property  may  have  "appreciated" 
over  the  decedent's  cost. 

Thus  we  see  how  income  tax 
basis  was  determined  under  pre¬ 
vious  law,  and  how  it  will  be  de¬ 
termined  for  assets  acquired  after 
Jan.  1,  1977.  But  what  of  prop¬ 
erty  acquired  before  Jan.  1,  1977, 
by  a  person  dying  after  that  date? 
There  is  a  "Transition  Phase"  in 
the  New  Law.  ("Transition  Phase” 
is  Potomac  language  for  "Let  s  let 
an  election  or  two  go  by  before 
the  public  finds  out  what  we've 
really  done  to  them.") 

For  those  who  die  after  Jan.  1, 


1977,  owning  property  bought  be¬ 
fore  Jan.  1,  1977,  a  "Fresh  Start" 
addition  to  Cost  Basis  is  allowed 
during  the  transition  phase. 

For  marketable  bonds  and  se¬ 
curities,  the  "Fresh  Start"  basis  will 
be  the  value  of  such  securities  as 
of  Dec.  31,  1976  for  the  purpose 
of  computing  gains  (but  not 
losses.)  For  property  other  than  se¬ 
curities  quoted  over  a  national  ex¬ 
change,  another  rule  avoids  the 
necessity  of  appraisal  in  determin¬ 
ing  the  "Fresh  Start"  value  of 
assets.  This  rule  assumes  a  uni¬ 
form  rate  of  appreciation  for  the 
property  for  the  entire  period  from 
the  acquisition  date  to  the  date  of 
death.  It  adds  an  amount  to  the 
cost  basis  of  the  property  to  reflect 
appreciation  in  value  attributable 
to  the  period  from  acquisition  to 
Dec.  31,  1976. 

The  executor  or  administrator  of 
the  estate  of  a  decedent  is  charged 
with  the  duty  of  determining  the 
adjusted  tax  basis  for  gain  or  loss 
on  every  asset  of  an  estate.  To  fail 
to  do  so,  or  failure  to  properly 
notify  either  the  IRS  or  heirs  of  the 
correct  "Fresh  Start"  basis  are  vio¬ 
lations  of  the  law  which  will  be 
severely  punished  by  fines. 

It  is  obviously  a  very  exacting 
new  duty  imposed  on  executors 
and  administrators  under  the  new 
law,  and  one  which  will  be  quite 
time  consuming.  To  give  you  some 
idea  of  the  work  which  must  go 
into  the  determination  of  the  new 
"Fresh  Start"  basis,  let's  look  at 
the  work  sheet  which  must  be  per- 
pared  for  each  asset  of  an  estate: 
(The  IRS  has  not  yet  provided 
forms,  but  the  following  has  been 
provided  by  tax  services.) 

1.  Fair  Market  Value  at  Date  of 
Death. 

2.  Cost  (adjusted- basis). 

3.  Appreciation  Until  Date  of 
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Death,  Line  1  less  line  2. 

4.  Number  of  Days  Owned  Be¬ 
fore  1/1/77, 

5.  Number  of  Days  in  Total 
Holding  Period  of  Asset. 

6.  Fraction  Composed  of  Line  5 
over  Line  6 

7.  Appreciation  Before  1/1/77, 
Line  3  Multiplied  by  Line  6. 

8.  Allocation  of  Estate  Taxes 
Attributable  to  Property  Ap¬ 
preciation. 

Quite  obviously  the  preparation 
of  work  sheets,  determination  of 
cost  or  other  adjusted  basis  in  the 
hands  of  the  decedent,  determine 
tion  of  the  date  of  acquisition,  plus 
the  determination  of  the  date  of 
death  value  of  each  asset  of  an 
estate  will  be  an  expensive  and 
time  consuming  process.  Where  the 
executor  or  administrator  of  an 
estate  is  capable  of  making  the 
computation,  the  Courts  are  award¬ 
ing  extra-ordinary  compensation. 

If  the  executor  or  administrafr 
has  neither  the  time  nor  the  talent 
to  make  the  above  allocation  as  to 
each  asset,  then  the  work  will 
probably  be  done  by  the  attornr 
for  the  estate,  or  by  an  accounting 
firm.  Either  way,  the  costs  of  norm¬ 
al  probates  are  escalated  enorm¬ 
ously  under  the  new  law,  for  this  is 
a  new  time  consuming  and  expen¬ 
sive  function  af  the  representative 
of  an  estate. 

But  let  us  see  what  happens  to 
the  hobbiest  who  has  a  collection 
of  coins  or  stamps  at  his  death. 
Can  you  imagine  the  cost  to  an 
estate  of  the  preparation  of  the 
above  form  for  each  coin  of  an 
estate?  Merely  arriving  at  the 
Fresh  Start  '  basis  of  a  Lincoln 
cent  collection  completed  before 
Jan.  1,  1977,  and  assembeld  in 
the  usual  way,  one  coin  at  a  time, 
will  take  so  much  time  and  con 
sequent  expense  to  the  estate  that 


the  costs  of  preparing  the  IRS  com 
putafion  will  probably  exceed  the 
value  of  the  collection  unless  it  is 
strictly  Choice  BU. 

The  Congressional  Committee 
Reports  hold  out  a  glimmer  of 
hope  for  the  coin  and  stamp  col¬ 
lector.  A  $10,000  exclusion  is  per¬ 
mitted  for  "personal  and  house 
hold  effects."  The  Committee  re¬ 
ports  show  that  Congress  felt  that 
this  covered  coin  and  stamp  col¬ 
lections.  However,  to  take  advan¬ 
tage  of  it  the  executor  must  file 
an  election  as  to  the  assets  to  be 
excluded — and  what  is  he  to  do 
if  the  household  goods,  jewelr 
sporting  equipment,  and/or  coin 
collections  add  up  to  far  more  than 
$10,000? 

The  direct  effect  of  the  new  law 
will  be  to  especially  penalize 
estates  containing  collections. 

An  indirect  effect  may  well  be 
the  sale  of  large  collections  by 
collectors  who  recognize  potential 
exorbitant  probate  costs  due  to  de¬ 
termination  of  "Fresh  Start  Carry¬ 
over  Basis"  provisions  of  the  1976 
Tax  Reform  Act. 

Unfortunately,  a  third  result  of 
the  new  law  may  well  be  the  at¬ 
tempt  to  hide  coin  and  stamp  col¬ 
lections  from  the  Probate  Courts 
and  taxing  authorities.  These  at 
tempts  may  have  serious  side 
effects  other  than  the  usual  or 
for  tax  evasion.  Heirs  may  well  be 
deprived  of  their  inheritance 
through  clumsy  efforts  by  unin¬ 
formed  collectors  and,  to  avoid 
evidence  of  ownership,  collections 
may  be  removed  from  safe  deposit 
box  areas  and  stored  where  they 
will  fall  prey  to  burglary  and  rob 
bery 

The  1976  "Tax  Reform  Act”  has 
not  only  increased  the  tax  liabili¬ 
ties  of  the  general  public,  it  has

Knowledge  Instruction  +  Example  =  Expansion 


The  strength  of  TNA  is  vested  in 
the  knowledge  and  awareness  of 
the  membership  as  to  purposes, 
aims,  activities  and  goals  of  the 
organization. 

One  might  say  "We  have  the 
annual  convention."  TRUE  -  how¬ 
ever,  the  convention  reaches  only 
a  small  percentage  of  the  member¬ 
ship. 

Another  might  say  "We  have  the 
TNA  NEWS."  All  these  things  are 
presented  in  it.  TRUE  -  however 
lack  of  space  due  to  lack  of  funds 
prohibits  full  discussion. 

Another  might  say  If  a  member 
is  interested  he  can  ask  someone.  ' 
TRUE  -  h  owever,  who  can  he  ask. 

All  officers  should  have  a  thor¬ 
ough  knowledge  and  understand¬ 
ing  of  the  mechanics  of  TNA,  not 
only  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws, 
but  the  evolution  of  the  organiza¬ 
tion  these  18  years  and'  the  goals 
of  the  future. 

Since  this  is  the  governors  and 
club  representatives  meeting,  let  us 
think  primarily  in  terms  of  these 
officers. 

1.  The  president  must  have 
strong  qualities  of  leadership 

2.  The  2nd  vice  president  must 
know  the  expected  goals  of 
the  president  as  to  growth. 

3  Each  district  governor  must 
know  the  expected  goal  of 
the  2nd  vice  president  and 
president  for  that  particular 
district. 

These  three  things  are  very  neces¬ 
sary  for  expansion. 

We  have  mentioned  only  the 
elected  officers.  Now,  the  dub  rep¬ 
resentatives.  This  is  the  one  person 
who  has  the  real  task  to  perform. 


The  club  representative  is  the  one 
who  must  explain  to  the  club  the 
reason  for  certain  Board  decisions; 
why  the  organization  needs  to  ask 
for  contributions;  why  the  TNA 
NEWS  is  not  larger;  what  the  or¬ 
ganization  can  do  for  a  member 
especially  new  members;  and  must 
secure  new  members  for  TNA. 
Also,  he  must  represent  TNA  at  all 
club  meetings  and  coin  shows. 

If  we  are  to  expect  all  this  from 
a  club  representative  he  must  be 
provided  with  all  the  information 
and  instruction  necessary  pertain¬ 
ing  to  his  duties.  Everyone  is  not 
a  sales  person  by  profession;  there¬ 
fore,  the  club  representative  may 
need  to  know  by  example  how  to 
ask  for  a  signature  on  an  applica¬ 
tion  for  membership  in  TNA.  The 
district  governor  is  responsible  for 
providing  the  above. 

In  sumation:  When  the  president 
demonstrates  strong  leadership 
and  knowledge,  the  2nd  vice  presi¬ 
dent  understands  the  goals  and 
objectives  for  the  total  organiza¬ 
tion.  The  governor  knows  and  ac¬ 
cepts  the  goals  for  that  particular 
district,  has  knowledge  of  the  me¬ 
chanics  of  the  organization  and  is 
willing  to  teach  and  do,  by  ex¬ 
ample,  for  the  club  representative 
and  the  representative  performs  the 
duties  as  outlined  by  the  district 
governor.  Expansion  or  growth  will 
be  automatic  and  great,  but  if  any 
one  segment  of  these  fails,  TNA 
will  drift  aimlessly. 

Having  followed  this  sequence  - 
club  representative  to  governor  to 
2nd  vice  president  to  president  of 
this  great  organization,  I  implore

greatly  increased  the  cost  of  dy¬ 
ing.  Unfortunately,  the  collectors 
of  stamps  and  coins  will  bear  a 
far  disproportionate  burden  due 
to  the  number  of  items  involved 
and  relatively  small  investment  in 
each  item. 

There  is  no  happy  ending  and 
we  cannot  expect  one.  While  ■ 
couple  of  Bills  have  been  intro¬ 
duced  in  Congress  to  stop  the  ex¬ 
pense  and  tax  consequences  of 
the  1976  Act,  the  present  Admin 
stration  has  no  intention  of  chang¬ 
ing  the  Law  unless  it  becomes  evi¬ 
dent  that  the  taxpayer  is  really 
ready  to  take  revenge  at  the  polls. 
The  electorate,  however,  has  been 
hypnotized  by  the  increased  estate 
tax  exemption  and  cannot  under¬ 
stand  the  confiscatory  nature  of 
the  new  law  when  the  income  tax 
consequences  are  included  with  the 
estate  tax  consequences.

George,  be  a  king!"  his  mother 
charged  him.  No  one  can  say  that 
George  III,  king  of  Great  Britain 
and  Ireland',  hadn't  tried  to  the 
best  of  his  limited  ability.  George 
was  the  first  English  king  since 
the  fallen  Stuarts  to  rule  as  well 
as  reign.  He  exercised  no  illegal 
powers  and  revered  the  "beauty, 
excellence  and  perfection”  of  the 
English  Constitution.  Yet  it  was 
his  very  patriotism,  combined  with 
a  dogmatic,  unyielding  tempera¬ 
ment,  that  tore  apart  the  British 
Empire  he  loved.  George  viewed 
the  American  Revolution  as  a  per¬ 
sonal  affront.  "Every  means  of 


distressing  America  must  meet  with 
my  concurrence,"  he  instructed  his 
Prime  Minister. 

A  less  obstinate  man  might  have 
regained’  the  Colonist's  loyalty, 
but  he  lacked  the  essential  virtue 
of  flexibility.  George  III  gold 
guineas  were  used  to  pay  the 
British  mercenaries  in  America,  and 
to  purchase  supplies  from  Conti¬ 
nental  farmers  who  wouldn't  ac¬ 
cept  inflated  Continental  Currency.
